Most stations these days do NOT list tne saleétione played in tmir ‘loge. So, it has 
been suggested that song tktles do not help in a reception report. However, I list 
them in mine, and the reason ie, that although they do not. keep the actual names of 
mumbers used on the air, they still should receenize them aa having bean played recent. 
ly over the station. 
Stations probably dontt keep their five-minute newscasts in their ‘logs either, but if I 
hear news: items, I do US them in brief -~ again, they will probally recognize the ir 
own recent news " broadcast. 
Naturally, any nares of announcers, or listeners, or nemes of - sponsors, or addresses of 

the sponsors, or stores, or conteste - sales, local bulletin-toard type of announcs- 
ments, are Very excellent itens. to include, if heard. List them, with the time they 
wera actually heard . 

In this day and.age, many Chief Engineers are NOT radio enthusiaste ‘like we are ~ ithe 
strictly a business with many of them. This is not meant.to be derogeatory - many 
lawyers don't thrill to Perry Mason, either, 80 many Chief Engineers do not trill to 
your logzing of their station, Too, many of tnese do not know what "SINFO 44444" might 
mean, or "Q-5 R-9" or "there was much QRM, QRN, & QSB" might also be Greek to them. 
Simply state: "the station was-fairly strong, but faded quite a bit, with some electrid~ 
al storm static" etc, If another station interfered, say 8, and if it was louder than 
their station,.also say so, If they faded up & down, & in & out, aleo mention this. 
This is of some interest to the Enginesr, if only in the accomplishment of his equip- 
ment, and not to feel you're going to be a regular listener. 
Also, abbreviations we use here in DX NEVS are NOT ~ I repeat —~ - NOT atanderd in the 
.radio industry. They were ALL created in the interest of conserving space ang time, 
and would only perplex an Enginéer, or anyone else ata radio station. "Mx, of r/c, 
or TX, or EX, would only get a faint smile, and a look of wonderment. 

It also helps to compara a station's signal with that ‘of some other station in their 
general category and vicinity. To compare, gay in a report to WEDG~1240, Chicago, to 
the signal of WEBM, would be purposeless, but if you were to compare it with the sig- 
malof, say, WVON-145 Cicero (a Chicago suburb) that would be valuable info to tEDC. 

There are many different methods of reporting stations, and I thought I'd show yop 

the report I sent recently to WRRC~1300, Spring Valley, N.Y. In this case, I didn't 
compare their signal with that of their nearest similar-ty,a station, for I -appen to 
kmow they are arch enemies, hi. This is a report of daytime, RS reception. ~ 

"I receive the Changes in Station Date listings from the FCC from Cooper=Trent, ard I 
noticed in the most recent one that WRRC had received permission to change its antenna 
pattern. So, this morning, I decided to see if I could permps now hear WRRC here in 
Brooklyn. I had never before been able te raise even a peep out of WRRC here, But = 
this morning ‘I was suprised and very pleased to observe WRRC not only coming in tt 
actually topping the charinel here in Brooklyn! I certainly hope this information might 
be of some importance to you, ani I aleo hope you will be so kind as to send me a let 
ter, versPying my reception of WRRC.

The 176-foot-long Clea Patricia, a former tramp 
freighter, has had a 100-foot-mast erected to transmit the programs from international waters.off the English 
coast, Two 50,000-watt transmitters, shipped from Tellas, Tex., are eboard, The ship will rum TWO stations 
simultaneously «- one rock tn? roll, the other "good music,” The operation is being financed by a U.5.-Iritish 
syndicate, which has hired nine U.S. disc jockeys. They are already in London cp on their wey there. The owners

obviously are hoping to cash in on the success of Radio Caroline -- the pirate radia ship which beams programs 2 
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into Southern Englend from near the Thames Estuary. Attempts over the last two years to have Caroline!s opera- 
tions olesed down have failed because she operates more than three miles off the ccast, The government-owned 
British Broadessting Corporation previously controlled the country's radio listening. Anyone in Englend owning a 
rrdico get poys $3 a year, a form of subsidy since the BEC — unlgke Radio Caroline + carries no commercials. In 
Miami, the ens Patricia's program director sa man named Ron, has been quietly hiring disc jockeys, The news came 
cut when station WFUN announced one of its DJs, 23-year-Gld Jack Armstrong, had quit to join the London venture, 
The DJs - the others are from different parts of the country « are being paid $80 8 week with free room and board 
on the ship. They will work a six-hour day for two weeks and have the third week off. The "gunshot!" delivery 

of U.S. radio announcers is obviously considered necessary for a station financed by advertising." (Here follows 
a 2-parapreaph history of the ship.) "Spokesman for ‘the syndicete is a chunky, personable Texan named Don Pearsons 
His only reply te inquiries about the ship is that 1t is being 'fitted out for oseanogranphic research,! Pearson, 
who is alsa the mayor of Fastland, Tex. (pop. 4,000), added, "We will have a statement to make in June.’! No one 
is allowed on the ship, tied up at the Dodge Island seeport. Tut someone who met IRon’ said: 'Al1 of the initial 
contacts witn DJs were mide by phone, They w-rentt allowed near the ship until they signed contracts. I got the 
impression the owners were trying to estch Radio Caroline by surprise and were very anxious to avoid any kind of
